“THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Wh t Oificiala Have to Say Regarding the 
Conduct of Town Affaires. 


According to the report of Supt. of 
Schools George E. Johnson, out of an 
appropriation of $21000 for schools there 
is an unexpended balance of $1.04; out 
of 2200 for school houses an unexpended 
balance of 43 cents; out of $1500 for 
school books and supplies a balance of 
69 cents. 

George W. Chandler, highway sur- 
veyor, reports an overdraft of $47.90 in 
the highways and bridges department. 
The appropriation was $4740. Removing 
snow cost $4245.37, an overdraft of 
$745.37. The sidewalk department appro- 
priation was overdrawn $33.12. Of — 
appropriated for macadam roads there 
is a balance of $88.75, Of $3000 appropri- 
ated for horses and drivers, $14.42 -re- 
mains unexpended. Supt. Chandler rec- 
omends that the town raise $4000 for 
macadam roads this year, $4000 for 
highways and bridges, $1500 for side- 
walks and $588 to be spent under the 
betterment act. ; 

The appropriation for town officers, 
the town house the fire department, the 
fire alarm the Ballardvale engine house 
the park commission, were not over- 
drawn. 

State aid to the amount of $2088.50 
was disbursed the past year, including 
$308 paid to families of Andover sol- 
diers in the war ,.with Spain. 

During the year $93,000 in notes has 
been paid and notes have been dis- 
counted to the amount of $99,600. The 
property of the town is estimated to be 
worth $533,210. ' 

The almshouse appropriation of $4000 
has been exceeded by $1269.81. The town 
farm buildings have been repaired at 
a cost of $658.23. Supt. Burnham reports 
that there were 36 inmates at the in- 
stitution the past year, the . average 
weekly expense for each inmate being 
$1.69. Nine inmates have been admitted 
and six discharged during the year. 
Two died, The receipts from the farm 
were $2617.47. 

According to Chief. Hardy's report 
there were 16 alarms Of fire during the 
year. The greatest loss was that at the 
Craighead & Kintz shop, estimated at 
$350,000. The next largest loss was $200 
caused by a fire in the Bancroft house. 
Chief Har¢y recommends an appropria- 
tion of $4000 for a stable at Engine 
heuse No. 1. 

Taxes amounting to $71,433.04 were 
collected last year, There remain uncol- 


‘lected $2816.01. 


Town Treasurer George. A. Parker 
recommends that all-of the town bills 
be audited before being paid. 

The park commissioners report a bal- 
ance of 55 cents and request an appro- 
priation of $500. 


The following statistics were taken” 


from the annual report of Librarian 
Holt of the Memorial hall library: Vol- 
umes in library Jan. 1, 1898, 14,491; vol- 
umes purchased, 345; volumes present- 
ed, 70; volumes in library Dec. 31, 1898 
14,880; pamphlets in library, Dec. 31, 
1898, 7,267; number of volumes delivered 
18,099; largest daily issue, 151; largest 
weekly tissue, 485; average daily issue, 
59; percentage of fiction and juvenile 
circulated, 79; new names _ registered, 
177; total names registered, 6512; aver- 
age dail attendance in the reading room 
62; during the year Miss Clara R Boyn- 
ton donated a bayonet and a piece of 
stockade from Andersonville’ prison; 
from the estate of J. C. Crowninshield 
was received one bridle, two spurs, 
two epaulets, one bronze badge and 
one sword, 

The water commissioners report that 
10 years service has demonstrated the 
fact that the Andover water supply is 
as good as was-anticipated it would, be; 
that judging from the analysis of the 
water ffam.year to year, no better is 
furnished any city or town in_ this 
commonwealth, and that the supply is 
abundant even if the whole town were 
included in the system. During the 


year the report says 31 applications for 


service were received and 30 service 
pipes put in making a total to the pres- 
ent time of 847. From water rates were 
received $7792.40. The net cost of the 
maintenance of the department was 
$3662.43. There were sold $5000 worth of 
bonds making the full amount which 
the town is allowed to issue for the wa- 
ter system. The commissioners ask for 
$750 for sinking fund and $42000 for 
maintenance. About $2000 is left for 
construction purposes. 

The cost of the construction of the 
water supply system is as follows: 
Office fixtures $492.53; reservoir, $11,074.- 
59; buildings at pumping station, $9433.- 
69; coal shed, $806.97; pipe distribution, 
$128,070.65; service pipe, $11,989.25; con- 
struction expenses $6697.77; suction pipe 
$1309.46; pumping plant, $26,652.37; grad- 
ing land, $1739.12; tools, $1377.49; teams, 
$474.90; work shop, $1259.62; water and 
land damage, $3696.80; telephone, $74.63. 
Total, $205,149.84. " 

The sewer commissioners report good 
progress.in sewer construction. Up to 
the close of the year 110 applications 
for house conections were received and 
55 made, covering 61 buildings. The 
commissioners recommend before levy- 
ing assessments constructing a section 
of sewer including Highland road, Sa- 
lem street, Main street from Salem to'

THE CARE OF WINDOW GARDENS 


(From Harper’s Bazar.) 

Few plants in the window garden will 
bloom much during the usually cloudy 
weather of December. Indeed, few will 
make much growth during this period. 
But with the advent of the new year, 
and the sunshine which generally char- 
acterizes the season after the holidays, 
plants will begin to put forth i 
and buds, and by February they will be 
at their best, if they are given proper 
care. t 

Many persons who grow plants think 
to start them by feeding them with 
rich food. They apply this or that fer- 
tilizer in liberal quantities, and look for 
immediate-and satisfactory results. In 
most cases they are sorely disappoint- 
6G. Instead of encouraging lagging 
plants to vigorous and healthy develop- 
ment, their treatment is productive of 
serious injury, because the plants, be-. 
ing dormant or nearly so, are not in a 
condition to appropriate the food fur- 
nished them: It affects them precisely 
as rich food affects the stomach of a 
person who is not able to assimilate or 
digest it. Often plants are killed out- 
right by this mistaken kindness on the 
part of their owners. The proper time, 
and the only time when ‘it is safe to 
give fertilizers, is when @ plant is 
growing. Then, and ‘then ofily, can it 
make godo use of it, But at such times 
be careful about giving it in excessive 
quantities. 

Overfeeding is often as harmful as 
underfeeding. A plant can be fed to 
death as well as starved to death. If 
prepared fertilizers are used, follow the 
directions carefully which are given on 
the packages. If bone meal is used, a 
teaspoonful to a six or seven-inch pot 
will be sufficient, and the application 
should not be repeated oftener than 
once in six weeks during the period of 
the plant’s most active growth. Dig it 
into the soil ahout the roots of the 
plant, but do not let it come into im- 
mediate contact with the young and 
delicate. roots, If. prompt results are 
desired, be sure to get that which is 
finely ground. Coarse bone meal is a 
long time in dissolving. If ‘liquid 
manure is used, let it be the color of 
weak tea. Use it once a week. Apply 
enough to saturate all the soil in the 


ot. 

Plants in the living room generally 
suffer greatly at this season from the 
dryness and excessive heat of the at- 
mosphere. Furnaces and stoves seem 
to burn all vitality, out of the air, un- 
less great precautions are taken to im- 
part some degree of moisture to it. 
Pans of water can be kept on the stove 
or register to give off, by evaporation 
a steady supply of moisture. If care is 
taken to fill them as fast as the water 
is dissipated, and if the plants are 
showered daily,.a degree of humidity 
will result which will make the atmos- 
phere congehial to the plants in the 
window, and their growth and develop- 
ment will be far healthier than it -pos- 
sibly can be in a room where nothing 
is done to modify the objectionable 
conditions which prevail there, Look 
the window gardens of your friends 
over carefully, and you will find that in 
nine out of ten-of them the plants are 
making a rapid but weak growth. This 
is because they are forced to an un- 
healthy development by tite unnatural 
conditions which exist in most dwell- 
ings during the winter season. They 
get two much heat and too little fresh 
air. The temperature ought to be kept 
at 65 or 70 degrees by day, and 50 to 55 
degrees at night, or as near these fig- 
ures as possible, and on every pleasant 
day, in moderate weather, air should 
be admitted freely, The window at 
which the plants stand should not be 
opened, but a door or window at some 
distance from them can be used to ad- 
mit it, and it will mix with the warm 
air of the room and lose its keen, frosty 
tang before it reaches them. Often a 
blast of cold air, commg directly in 
contate with them, will injure delicate 
— almost as much as a touch of 
rost.

STUDENT LIFE SAVING CREW. 


In Evanston, Ill., where the campus 
of Northwestern University rolls down 
to Lake Michigan is a litle red brick 
building which shelters the only stu- 
dent crew in the United States life gav- 
ing service, Twenty years ago when the 
faculty of the university were casting 
about to find employment for needy stu 
dents, it was learned that the Federal 
government had decided to establish a 
station at Hvanston. The trustees: 
promptly offered to give a site for the | 
building on the condition that the crew 
should be mace up entirely of students. 
The offer was accepted, and for twenty 
yeafs the college boys have been build- 
ing up a record second to those of but 
few lake coast crews through all the 
changes Keeper Lawrence O. Lawson 
has held his boys to a strict discipline 
for this is not play or mere college ath- 
letics it is business. There are but sev- 
en ‘members picked from 600 available 
men, and they must so plan their study 
and recitation hours that the drills and 
oe 4 other station work will not be mis- 
se 

There are beach drills when the Lyle 

gun is called into play,to shoot a line 
over the wreck on the beach, and when 
a few small boys are rescued with the 
breeches buoy, 'to the envy of less for- 
tunate urchins. On Tuescays and Fri- 
days mild.or stormy the surfboat is ta- 
ken out and pulled for several miles 
at a stretch. Then there are surf board- 
ing and capsize drills signal drills and 
resuscitation drills. Watches are stood 
in turn, two hours on, two hours off, 
all day and all night, and twice be- 
tween sunset and sunrise the beach Is 
patrolled for several miles. 
q A mile or so from shore extending 
from a point nearly opposite the station 
to one several miles north lies a rock 
reef. The number of vessels that have 
been wrecked here during the life of 
the station runs past the hundred mark 
in spite of the precautions observed 
both by the ship Captains and by the 
Government. One mile north of the 
station, on the Grosse Pointe bluff is 
a light house which flashes an alternate 
red and white warning and a steam fog 
whistle blows every minute in thick 
weather, but the wrecks continue to 
occur. Just so long will the Evanston 
life saving boys be called upon to lay 
aside books at the sound of the gong, 
and to risk health and life in the res- 
cue. Already they have been rewarded 
with the Congressional medals which 
were given to each of the eight men, 
crew and captain. 

On one Thanksgiving eve when the 
November storms were on every man 
was held in the station ready for imme- 
diate duty. Shortly after 10 o’clock the 
telephone bell rang. A wreck was re- 
ported at Glencoe eight miles up the 
lake on the second reef. Capt. Law- 
son called up the railroad office but 
learned that trains were delayed and 
that the chance of getting the. surf 
boat north before the folowing day was 
too slight to be considered. Without 
hesittation he ordered horses from a 
livery stable. It would be necessary to 
drag the laden boat truck every foot of 
the eight miles’ over roads that were 
supposedly impassable and straight in- 
to the teeth of the storm. It was a se- 
rious group that gathered about the 
Captain all dressed in woolens’ and 
oilskins, but though every man knew 
what it meant, there was no flinching- 
They were nearly six hours in covering 
the eight miles. For the latter part of 
the distance the crew aided the horses 
by throwing their weight upon’ the 
spokes of the big wheels. 

At Glencoe the bluffs are nearly a 
hundred feet high and are nearly per- 
pendicular. It therefore became neces- 
sary to let the boat down through @ 
ravine some distance from the wreck. 
Axes were used to cut a path through 
the dense underbrush. In this work 
the crew were assisted by a company 
of infantry from Fort Sheridan. From 
the beach the wreck could be seen, It 
was a freight steamer, stranded about 
600 yards beyond the surf. The boat 
was dragged up to a point above the 
wreck, and then therwas a moment’s 
rest, for it was evident that the work 
had only just begun. At intervals of 
100 to 200 yards short breakwaters jut 
into the lake. The waves curving down 
from the northeast, struck these at an 
angle and were thrown back with such 
force that the whole shoreline was a 
battle of surf and of pounding ice. 
While Capt. Lawson was donning his 
cork jacket one of the army officers 
begged, him to give it up. 


Captain Lawson motioned the crew 
forward and they worked the b ver 
the ice hummocks, holding bac she 


slid down thefurther side. Then taking 
advantage of a brief lull, they pushed 
forward until each man stood waist 
deep in water. The Captain gave a 
shout, the boat moved ahead, the men 
tumbeld aboard, and the fight was on: 
Inch by inch they crept through the 
tossng ice, until at last the world seem- 
ed over. Then as those On the shore 
drew their first long breath came the 
catastrophe. A great breaker came 
roaring toward the boat. The Captain 
wifh an effort to meet it, threw his 
weight on the long steering oar, but 
the strain was too great, the oar snap- 
ped, the Captain went heaclong over 
the gunwale and the boat capsized, and 
was thrown back on the ice. Fortunate- 
ly no one was injured and they got 
back to shore. he trial was repeated, 
this time with success. 

The wrecked steamer was lying on 
the reef with stern submerged but with 
biw high and firm. Huddled on the fore- 
castle or lashed to the rigging were 85 
men and one woman all of whom were 
spent with cold and with watching 
through the long night for aid. They 
had lashed over the bow a ladder whieh 
was now coated with snow. Capt. Law- 
son feared that to carry more than six 
at a trip might render the beat un- 
manageable in such a sea, so thatnum- 
ber.-wer lowered, and the return trip 
was made without accident. After that 
five more launchings were successfully 
made, and not only the 36 people but 
the greater part of their belongings, 
were brought safely to shore. The crew 
boys who had worked continuously for 
fifteen hours returned to Evanston late 
in. the afternoon and resumed the cus- 
tomary routine of watches.

SWORD CANES IN MANILA, 


(From New York Sun.) 


MANILA, Dec. 30.—T'wo companies of 
the First Colorado Volunteer Infantry 
are quartered in the rambling ald con- 
vent adjoining the church of San Se- 
pastian. On the broad stone coping in 
front of the big lron»church several 
jolly-faced, well-fed, black-gowned 
priests may be. seen every evening 
shortly after the ringing of the angelus 
pacing off their exercise, smoking and 
chatting. Theyoccupy a living quar- 
ters a room in the convent. The rooms 
and resounding halls’ all around them 
are fileld with soldiers and for mural 
decorations there are canteens and 
haversacks. 

Jolly as they seem, the priests of the 
San Sebastian parish have fallen under 
the suspicion of smuggling arms into 
the city of Manila for the Filipinos. 
Since occupying the city, the United 
States soldiers have devoted their at- 
tention to guarding the outskirts and 
the wharves to see that no person bear- 
ing arms of any sort enters the city. 
Guns have been confiscated ,and also 
long, ugly knives and cartridge belts. 
It has been kept well in mind that the 
favorite weapon of the Filipino is the 
machete, and particular pains have 
been taken to see that machetes do not 
appear in Manila. If the suspicion 
against the San Sebastian priests is 
correct, it will be discovered that it 
has been their object to arm the Fili- 
pinos with long, keen mach‘es, These 
weapons are at present handled and 
passed about under the very noses of 
the soldiers in the form of innocent-

America, but there they have never

ina riot. Fifteen days ago the soldiers 
lodged in in the San Sebastian convent 
began to notice that an unusual num- 
ber of canes were making their way to 
the apartments of the priests and not 
reappearing. They were either carried 
in bundles, under the arms of the 
priests themselves, or came thumping 
along in the hands of some visiting 
priest from & neighboring parish. It 
was also noticed that there were many 
of these Visits. What went on behind 
the closed doors of the single room left 
to the priests by the soldiers when they 
took up their quarters in’ the convent 
no one yet knows, but one private, in- 
spired by suspicion, prowled close to 
the door of the room one gloomy even~ 
ing and came suddenly upon a cowled 
father awaiting admittance, The vis- 
itor had probably knocked and was 
waiting for the bolt to be slipped back 
by an occupant within. He failed to 
perceive the soldier as he carelessly 
twirled a cane in his hands and hum- 
ming to himself, was seen to twist at 
the handle and draw partly from its 
sheath the wicked-looking sword. He 
admired it and slipped it back with a 
click. The door was opened, he passed 
inside and it closed and was locked be- 
hind him. ¥ 

This is the excuse for a sentinel post 
that was suddenly established in front 
of the convent entrance:by Col. McCoy 
of the Colorado regiment. - Every two 
hours this guard is relieved, and his 
whispered orders to the fresh man are, 
“See that no suspicious-looking walk- 
ing sticks enter the building, or even 

ss your post.’ 

Pesan. Bebsstian’s church is one of the 
most’ prominent landmarks of newer 
Manila. It was built a few years ag” 
and entirely of iron. The plates and 
parts; were manufactured in Germany 
and brought tothe Philippines to be set 
up. Bolted and-braced as it is, the 
worst earthquake ever known here 
could shake it-down- with. difficulty 
The parish contains some.of the well- 
to-do Spaniards of Manila. 

As to the attiude of the priests tow- 
ard the soldiers, it appears to be en- 
tirely friendly. Although the men are 
never allowed to enter the private room 
of the padres, the priests circulate 
among the men and endeavor to pick 
up what bits of English they may. One 
of their number, who is especially fond 
of moments spent at the dining table, 
has even been known to sit up until the 
small hours of the morning taking pare 
in a surreptitious feast and revel of a 
select party of enlisted men.

A nearly undeci- 
pherable Greek inscription was also on 
it, Between the folds of the dress -~was 
found a piece of papyrus with an in- 
scription which gave the name of the 
dead monarch aa Fentemenon, oe 
é@ mummy in its wrappers weighed 

162 pounds, Its length was 6 feet Tince 
the head was abnormally large and the 
shoulders very broad. Next the dress 
was found an outer cloth covered with 
paintings and hieroglyphics which de- 
noted that he original was one of the 
royal house-of Egypt some 2500 years 
B. C. Next came more wrappings, and 
then a close garment of samite, fasten- 
ed around the neck by a sailor’s knot. 
Beneathe this again were some finer 
bandages, like napkins. Next came 
four Egyptians tunics of a kind of lin- 
en, with sleeves, and woven without 
any joints. These were fixed to the body 
at the neck and ankles by some stuff 
of a bituminous nature. Next came 
bandages placed lengthwise from the 
head to the feet with cross bands; four 
large pieces of linen came next rolled 
round and round thebody, The sixth en- 
velope was formed of transversal bands 
of a yellow color, from the bitumen in 
which they had been soaked, After this 
15 similar wrappers, .Next an envelope 
saturated in black bitumen, and finally, 
next to the skin, a thin shirt of the 
finest linen, The toes were wrapped up 
separately, the arms and hands were 
laid straight down alongside the body. 

The mummy was a male and looked 
about 45 years old. The length was five 
feet_nine inches. The breast and part 
of the abdomen were gilt over... The 
body was filled with a black balsam. No 
manuscript was found. The legs had 
been covered in black balsam. The un- 
rolling of the body took three hours and 
no less than 2800 square feet of linen 
were taken off it. The hands were long 
and perfect; the nails well made, with 
“filbert’’ nails; the-ears entire and the 
nose, which had been cut open when 
the body was embalmed, in order to ex- 
tract the brain, a little deformed. The 
face looked almost alive, and the hair 
was perfectly preserved, very fine and— 
what is unusual in Egyptians of. the 
pure breed—a little curled. On the left 
side, below the ribs, was an opening by 
which the balsam had been introduced 
into,the body. Under the cloth which 
covered the face below each'éye, and on 
the ball. of the cheek, a gold plate was 
found with the representation of an eye 
and its lids. Over the mouth, and fas- 
tened by a gold wire run through and 
behind the teeth, was another plate 
with a picture or representation of a 
tongue placed perpendicularly to the 
closing of the lips, which were fast 
shut and secured by wires,

Vegetables being plentiful and com- 
paratively inexpensive, we are inclined 
to be careless e.bout the cookirg and 
eerving of them. Day after day we cook 
tnem in the same fashion, season them 
indifferently ang throw away all that 
is uneaten. Unlike meats, most vegeta- 
bles properly ‘recooked are no more indi- 
réstible than they are when first cooked, 
Indeed many kinds that could not be 
eaten with impunity by children, fresh- 
ly cooked and served in the ordinary 
manner are rendered most wholesome 
by passing through a puree strainer and 
serving reheated, as a vegetable or in 
the form of a cream soup. 

In preparing foot vegetables for cook- 
ing all traces of earth should be removed. 
Those belonging to the cabbage family 
should be’ soaked for half an hour or 
more in cold water, head downwards, in 
order to remove any insects that may be 
concealed within, Usually vegetables 
are cooked in boiling, salted water; salt 
is used for two reasons, first, for the sa- 
vor, to which most people have become 
accustomed, and in the case of green 
vegetables like peas, beans, Brussels 
| sprouts and spinach, inorder to-retidin

All vegetables that grow above the 
earth begin to deteriorate in value trom 
the moment of gathering; but with care 
and especially at this season, they may 
be kept in quite good condition for sev- 
eral days. 

Of celery use the inner, tender, well- 
blanched stalks, uncooked, the day it 
is brought from the market. If these 
be wilted at all they should be put into 
‘cold water to which a slice of lemon has 
been added, and in a short time they will 
be found delightfully crisp and inviting, 
The tougher, fibrous stalks need not be 
discarded; cut them into inch lengths, 
boil. until tender, then simmer a few 
moments in cream sauce, Even the 
leaves and roots nicely trimméd and 
the rougher portions of the stalks may 
serve to flavor a soup or a dish similar 
to the corned beef given in the menu. 
POACHED EGGS WITH CREAM TO- 

MATO SAUCE AND CHEESE. 

Toast five “ices of bread cut in rounds, 
Melt two t .espoons (level) of butter; 
add two tablespoons of flour and one- 
fourth a teaspoon of salt,.and cook until 
frothy; then add gfadually three- 
fourths a cup of strained tomato-pulp, 
‘to which a few grains of soda have been 
added and half a cup of rich milk or 
cream. Dip the edges of the rounds of 
toast in the sauce, then pour the remain- 
der over the toast, and place an egg, 
poached in salted, boiling water, upon 
each slice. Sprinkle each egg with a 
tablespoon.of grated cheese (American 
factory), and set the dish in the oven to 
melt the cheese. Serve at.once or the 
cheese will harden. 

CREAM OF RICE SOUP. 

Pick over and wash half a cup of rice; 
let stand half an hour or more in one 
pint of cold water, then add ohne pint of 
hot, white stock, well seasoned, ang 
boil until tender. Pass through a sieve, 


add another pint of stock, with salt and a, 


pepper to taste, Beat the yolks of two 
eggs; add one cup of rich milk or cream, 
dilute with a little of the hot liquid and 
stir into the soup, Do not allow the 
soup to boil again after the egg is added. 
Serve with croutons, i. e., bits of bread, 
buttered and browned in the oven. 
CREAMED CORNED BEEF AU 
. © GRATIN. 

Scald one pint of milk with half an 
onion and a cup of celery cut into bits. 
Strain out the vegetables and stir into 
the milk two tablespoons each of butter 
and flour creained together; stir until 
the sauce tiicke:.s, and occationally for 
15 minutes, then add one pint of cold 
corned beef, cut in small cubes, Turn; 
the mixture into a gratin dish, buttered, 
cover with one cup of cracker crumbs, 
stirred into one-fourth cup of melted 
butter, and set into the oven long enough 
to brown the crumbs. Garnish the cen- 
tre of the dish with a boquet of.celery 
leaves. 

POTATO CROQUETTES. 

Press through a ricer hot boiled pota- 
toes enough to make three cups; add 
three tablespoons of butter, nearly one 
teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
each of paprika and celery salt,half a 
‘teaspoon of union juice and the beaten 
yolks of two eggs; beat the mixture thor- 
oughly; shape, roll in sifted bread 
crumbs, dip in egg, drain, and again roll 
in crumbs. Fry 60 seconds in deep fat; 
drain on soft paper and serve. 
PRUNES MOULDED IN LEMON 

JELLY, 

Soak half a box of gelatine in half a 
cup of cold water; dissolve with a scant 
pint of boiling water, add one cup of 
sugar and one cup of lemon juice, strain 
and chill, Have ready half a pound of 
prunes.thathaye been soaked over night, 
cooked until tender, and the stones re- 
moved. Put two or three prunes each 
into individual cups or moulds, fill the 
cups with the jelly, and set aside to 
harden. A few blanched almonds with 
the prunes will improve the quality of 
the dish for many. Serve with whipped 
cream or boiled custard.

The expense cannot fail to be large 
when viewed as aJump sum for some- 
thing that does not at just this time 
seem to be a necessity, but it is but a 
trifle compared to what many towns, 
with much less reason for having such 
improvements, have spent in similar 
projects.

ROUSING NO-LICENSE RALLY 


Mayor Eaton of Lawrence Makes an Elo- 
quent Address on Good Government, 


A rousing vo-license rally was held in 
the Town Hall Sunday night. Rev. F. 
A. Wilson of the Free Church presided. 
Seated on the stage were Prof. Fgbert C. 
Smyth, John L. Brewster, William G. 
Goldsmith, H. H. Hill, George T. Eaton, 
George E. Johnson, J. Newton Cole, EF: 
Kendall Jenkius and Rev. C. P. Pease, 
Watervliet, N. Y. 


A double quartet sang several hymns.

Mr. Pratt also rendered a*solo. David 
Shaw presided at the organ. 
The attendauce was laige. A short de- 


votional se: vice, was led by Prof. Smyth. 

Mayor Eatun vf Lawrence was the 
speaker of the evening. He made an el 
oquent address on good guvernment, 

Mr. Eaton. declared that men who will 
deal hunestly with. other men do not hesi- 
tate to deal dishouestly with cities and 
towns, and urged that the best men 
should accept.office and strive in ever 
way to prevent this looting: Too auch 
partizauship is largely responsible, he 
argued. He called attention to the la- 
mentable fact that cities and towns :are 
constantly increasing .their debts. The 
practice must stop, he said, for it is dan 
gerous and disastrous. 

Mayor Eaton made a strong plea fora 
most strict observance of tbe Sabbath. 
He referred at length to the license 
question, explaining how strongly the 
liquor men are orgavized. He called at- 
tention to the things that their organiza- 
tion is trying to do and urged all to be on 
the alert to! defeat them. The four 
things referred to were: The attempt of 
the liquor men to take away the force of 
the objection of an abuttor to his neigh- 
bor sellivg liquor, the attempt to take 
away local uption as to license, the at- 
tempt to have a tixed price for liceases, 
and the attempt to secure permission to 
have saloons open a portion of holidays. 

Regarding the baveful effects of liquor 
license in Lawrence, Mayor Eaton. said: 

“License advocates argue that the li- 
cense fees bring us in a round $100,000. 
They do bring us in that money, but let 
us count the cost of it all, Three fifths 
of the expense of our pauper department 
is caused by the licensed sale of liquor, 
one half the expense of the police depart- 
ment is caused by liquor, and to the same 
cause can be attributed three fifths of the 
expense of our prisons and courts, 
Where then is that $100,000? . 

But the effect of liquor licenses is still 
more far reaching. The liquor dealers 
each year rob our butchers, our grocers, 
our clothiers, etc., of hundreds of thous. 
ands of dollars, which our citizens spend 
for drink. 

In Lawrence there is much less illegal 
liquor selling than there was. The law 
says they shall not sell it on Sundays 
and I tell you they shall not sell it, while 
1 have anything tosay about it. 

The mayor said that he hoped there 
was no illegal liquor selling in Andover, 
“but if there is,” he said, you must 
knock out the men who sell it. Do it 
with ove blow, for that1s the only way 
to ensure success. If you would whipa 
man you must knock him down at the 
first. If you slap him in the ,face, he 
may whip you,” 

In the maygi’s opinion ‘Andover 
should be’the last place on earth to vote 
for license, since the influence of the 
town is so widely felt. He said that the 
many young men and women who come 
to Andover for an education are influ 
enced by the laws which are enforced in 
the town and will be likely to help se- 
aws 
when they go out to take their places in 
life. “Through its students,” the mayor 
said, “the influence of Andover is world 
wide.”’ : 

The speaker said that much depends 
upon the women in the license question. 
He urged them to use their influence 
with their fathers, brothers and bus- 
bands against Jiceusing the sale of liquor 
declaring -that they could do much in 
that way to secure the vote they desire.

The Academy’ paid into the town 
treasury, on taxes, in 1897, $2,596.02, a 
portion under protest; in 1808, $2,951.52. 
Of this last sum $1167°is paid under pro- 
test. At the lowest figure, the Academy 
pays a tax of $1784.52. 

4, ‘The Academy does not benefit the town 

of Andover.” 
: This is @ broad statement. ‘Benefit’ 
is something that may be estimated. in 
many ways. Perhaps in the sentence I 
have quoted, its author has in mind solely 
dollars and cents. ‘Taken so, how does 
it stand? 

Look first at the Academy, distinct 
from the.Theological Seminary. It re- 
ceived for tuition during its last financial 
year over twenty-four thousand dollars, 
mostly from pupils gathered from all 
parts of the country. ‘This sum went 
mainly and directly into the pockets of 
citizens of Andover, and was largely ex- 
pendea here. It is money, brought into 
the town from without. 

The Seminary receives no income by 
tuition. It exists, pecuniarily, on the 
basis of foundations provided, partly: by 
the beneficence of honored citizens of 
Andover, but mostly by gifts from resi- 
dents of other places. This income, de- 
rived from imported funds, is largely dis- 
bursed .here. Moreover, apart frum per- 
sons and families directly connected with 
these institutions, there is a body of resi- 
dents, drawn here by the influence of 
these schools, who contribute in no 
sniall degiee ‘to the. well-being, pecuni- 
ary, as otherwise, of the community. 
Tien, there are expenditures not alread 
included, by the hundreds of pupils col- 
lected. And from this diversified dis- 
tribution no incopsiderable a sum is 
gathered into the town treasury. More- 
over, the teachers, pupils, and others 
more or less immediately dependent on 
the two institutions under the ‘Trustees 
of Phillips Academy, are taxed by the 
town, this year, more than three thous- 
and dollars. Adding the Trustee tax, 

undisputed, and the sum amounts to 
‘more than one sixteenth of the ‘entire 
taxation of thé town.” Tvts easy” 
to fancy “Andover Hill” covered with 
avenues lined with palaces, and pouring 
golden streams into the treasury of some 
city that has absoi bed what the past has 
consecrated to education. But if sucha 
change should ever seem to be desirable 
as well as practicable, perhaps the Acad- 
emy ‘rustees muy be trusted to discern 
its pecuniary possibilities as soon and as 
clearly as others, and to use the power 
committed to them by Samuel Phillips 
and John Phillips of “removing” the 
Academy “from the place where it is 
founded.” 

But not with these last considerations, 
fanciful or Otherwise, am luow dealing. 
1 have quoted a direct, positive, «unquali- 
tied assertion, viz. that uli Academy 
“does not.benesit the town of Andover’; and. | 
leave it tor the consideration of my fellow 
townsmen, —among taem its author. ~ 

5. ©The students do not buy their clothing in 
Andover, The Academy earding houses do not 
buy provisions in the town.” 

I presume the larger boarding houses 
buy as do grocers and others, in the 
larger markets. But neither this prac- 
tice nor auy changes iu trade through 
improved.means of communicatién with 
Lawrence, Lowell or Buston are peculiar 
to one portion of the community. ‘The 
statements as to purchases, as I tearn by 
inquiry, need material qualification 

6. “The money that Colleges receive goes to 
pay professors, not to help poor boys.’ 

Fiom the connection of this statement, 
it would seem that its author must hold 
it to be important for the State to reduce 
the income of educational institutions in 
order to reduce, or kee from increase, 
the cost of education. But again! keep 
to the speaker's statement. 

It overlooks the tact that college edu- 
cation, in general, is a provision for the 
well-being uf the community. No stu- 
dent, nor body of students, ever does or 
can pay for what is received. Buildings, 
libraries, apparatus, etc., etc., are gradual 
accumulations. Much thus acquired 
rises above any market value. Kvery 
student is a beneficiary. Then, there 
are accumulated funds for the direct aid 
of boys and young men, who, without 
such help, could not obtain an education 
beyond the public school, and very often 
not beyond what is purely elementary. 
Phillips Academy, including both institu- 
tions, pays vut annually in scholarships, 
and other forms of aid, to students io 
need, from seven tu about eight thousand 
dollars.

Deak Sir: Will you kindly allow me 


Space in your paper to present a few 
thoughts which I think will be read with 
interest and bring thoughtful reflection.

We note from recent “Report” 
uncollected taxes to the amount of 
$28,000, We would ask upon what class 
of Gur citizens does this mainly rest? We

honored institution of ‘the ill,” who 
reluse taxes, first because of ‘want of 
incume,” second, taking refuge behind 
Legislative enactments which, though 


legal perhaps, is by no means ,just, hold. 


ing and occupying the most suitable and 
valuable (for/building sites) of our town’s 
domain, and in the tull enjoyment>of all 
the modern improvements, both useful 
and pleasurable, while a large percentage 
of our bonest toiling yeomanry, living a 
little mure rémote, share none of these 
things but must pay the “uttermost 
farthing.” Is it, of this class that the 
delinquent tax payer is found? And it 
80, is there not sufficient cause for it? 

“seed time and Harvest shall not fail,” 
(says the Guod Book), or has it? The 
God of Harvest has smiled most gracious. 
Jy and abundantly upon-the husbandman, 
But what of the results? Brought face 
to face with southern and western proud- 
ucts which, pot only fill our market 
places but the same are hawked almost 
daily at our. very doors, at prices far be- 
tow cost of production here, And this 
the result of newer and richer soils. 
cheaper labor, extensive faim, improved 
machinery, piompt delivery and rapid 
transit. And this, a condition without 
remedy. 

And thus our farmers who toil from 
early morn to later eve, with strictest 
economy, tind at the end of each harvest 
a deficiency in funds to pay taxes and 
provide for the necessary wants of the 
tamily for-the approaching wincer, 

And what next —a mortgage, to pay back 
bills and increase the buraen further. 

Is 1t @ wonder that our farmers are dis- 
couraged, utterly appalled and (speechless 
at our Town Meeting) at the thoughtless or 
heartless extravagance and the burdens 
continually heaped upon them? In 
view of these facts farm property must 
and is, steadily depreciating, Hence 
there is need of especial consideration for 
this class of our citizens at least. 

We come now to consider for a moment 
especially that part of our town now 
under a dark cloud (no silver liuing) and 
with scarce a ray of hope for the future. 

How abvut taxes here? ‘Zhe mill sur- 
vives,” and it is all there is left. Aside 
from their demands for employees, (and 
limited) the population must and is daily 
decreasing. Our tenement houses (some 
forty or more) are without occupants. 
Our traders are despendent. In fact, 
funds are short all arvuund to meet cur- 
rent expenses. Sales of 1eal esiate are 
only torced ones. As witness the’ fact 
that all sales of such made within the 
past three years have not brought on an 
average of 50 per cent of town valuation; 
and one piece uf 59 acres of land taxed at. 
$3000 brought (free of taxes) but $200. 

Our banks are chary of loans, making 
such only on choice of property, at num- 
inal values, and at high rate of interes. 
Our insurance companies cancel their 
risks, consenting to take only such as are 
reasonably safe, at jow cost and higher rate 
of premium. And in addition to all this, 
the, property of the village stands assessed 
on the valuation of 1890 when everything 
was bright and ** Booming.” 

We apply for reasonable rebate of 
taxes. ‘I'he answer is ‘No. Our town 
has voted to 1aise from 80 to 100 thousand 
dollars, and the same must be met: We 
are allowed three to tive hundred for 
Abatement of Taxes which should be as 
many thuusand to” meet the situation.” 
other instances of the 

rievous effects here of our heavy taxes. 

will not attempt here wo criticise the 
management of our town officials, for 
their business is to spend alt» moneys 
placed in their hands, but rather only as 
a citizen, desire and hope at. our coming 
town-meeting that the voters will see the 
necessity of sume form of retretichment, 
and with a sense of justice bring relief, at 
least, to our hard-toiling yeomanry and 
tillers of the soil.

The main idea, as | uuderstand it, was 
that a stuaent should-be allowed no 
choice in the.matter of wok until he 
gets through college; if he has auy 
special aptituae for mathematics, deny 
bim the vpportunity of devo.ng special 
attention tu the study in wh cl he excels 
and make him study Greek; whatever 
talent he may have received by nature, 
smother aud try to acquire seme other 
habit of mind for which be has no gift. 

Now I object very strenuously to such 
@ doctrine and I thiuk if I read aright the 
signs of the times the whole trend of vur 
American educativnal system 18 away 
from such limitations and prescriptions. 
Pres. Eliot, who is, beyond all controver- 
sy, the leader of the advance movement 
in our country, always pleads for freedom 
of choice in studies; tor broadening ot 
the courses; for enrichment of the field 
of choice, even duwn into the grammar 
school. And to teach that there should 
be hard and fast lines in the course uf 
study by which every mind is forced to 
grind through the same inf has an anti- 
quated flavor which to us moderns is 
very distasteful. ; 

And | believe that it is wrong to teach 
this to the teachers in our public schouis, 
in a town whicn prides itself sn its edu- 
cational systems. 

I have already taken advantage of the 
public schoul system and I[ hope to be 
able to enjoy its benefits in the future; 
but I dow’t want the teachers ready to 
nip in the bud any apeciee talent which 
the young minds may show. | 

I belveve heartily 10 “hobbies.” “T be- 
lieve they have saved for the right more 
children than anything else, and I hope 
that the children of mine will have “hob- 
bies,” if they are nothing more than 
making collections of old iron; that 
would promise well for a mercantile 
career, But let them work into some line 
of study which will arouse their interest 
and on which time and energy ma. be 
spent with profit. Give them each a 
mae is I believe a scriptural doctrine 
to the effect that we are not to neglect 
our talent, but rather to develop and ex- 
pand it, ratber than to smother it. Not 
study Greek if we have an aptitude for 
mathematics. 

Present day teachers hear a good deal 
about methods and psychology, and one

ATTEMPT TO KILL CAPRIVL 


von Caprivi, who died the 
other day, lived five years after the 
suppcsed Anarchist attempted to kill 
him and Emperor William by the in- 
fernal machines he sent them. These 


ntachines were exactly alike and the 
boxes which contained them were quite 
small, being only five inches in length, 
The one sent to Chancellor Von Cap- 
rivi was accompanied by a note-saying 
that the box contained a new atid, very 
fine variety of radish seed. The writer 
evidently knew that gardening and hor- 
ticulture were the diversions’ of Capri- 
vi's leisure hours. Both boxes, excit- 
ing suspicion, were opened with the 
greatest caution and were found to be 
infernal machines of a deadly char- 
acter, 

The greatest fatality ever caused by 
an infernal machine is known as the 
Bremerhaven explosion, and it  oc- 
curred near the end of 1875, when a fel-

low who called himself Thomas, and 
was said to be an American, took up 
his residence with his family in Bremen 
His finances were at a low ebb, and to 
replenish them he conceived the idea 
of sending to America some worthless, 
but highly insured packages of goods. 
By the same vessel he intended to ship 


an infernal machine, which was to have 
exploded a few days after the vesse! 
had left port. The explosion occurreed, 


however, just before the package was 
put cn beard, causing terrible loss of 
life. Thomas, whose real name was 
said to be Alexander, charged his ma- 
chine with nitro-glycerine, which he 
had proeured in America, and pur- 


chased the cicckwork and the case con- 
taining the machine in Germany. The 
hammer of the clockwork, which was to 
act in six days after leaving port, was 


to strike a blow of thirty 
weight. In-his confession later Thomas 
sald that when testing the clockwork 
the hammer smashed a mahogany 
table. 

He sent the contrivance to” Bremer- 
haven to be shipped on the Mosel for 
New York, via South Hampton. He 
himself took passage to the latter port, 
where he had arranged to ship his 
cases of rubbish for New York. The 
Mosel was to leave Bremerhaven on 
Saturday, Dec. 11, and on that day the 
infernal machine was sent to the dock,
